It 
was painted Upon the refectory wall 
of a Dominican convent, the Santa

such times he neither ate nor drank, 
forgetting all but his great work, 
lie kept postponing the painting 
Of two heads, Christ and Judas. 
That part of the work he deferred 
because he had certain conceptions 
of those features that he was hardly 
willing to trust himself to poform 
I Io lot that part of the work go 
after month, and having 
spent two years upon the 
the monks began to urge 

a finish. lie was not the 
endure much pressure, and 
finally began to feel a bitter dislike 
for the prioi, the man who annoyed 
him the most. Finally, one day, 
the prior was murging him about 

the work, Leonardo said, 4t If you 

will sit for the head of Judas Til 
finish the picture at- once." The 
prior was enraged, as Leonardo 
meant he should be; but Leonardo 
is said actually to have painted him 
in as Judas. Afterward he paint 
ed in the face of Christ with baste 
and little care, simply because he 
despaired of ever doing the wonder 
fill face which his art demanded 
the ideal Christ should wear. 

The one bluer moment in Leo 
nardo's life, in all probability, was 
when ho came into dire eompotilion 
With Michael Angolo, his rival, 
Whose sketch for the Palazzo V 
chio in Florence was accepted in 
preference to his own. This was 
more than he could boar, so ho loft 
Italy for Franco, whore Him king 
had invited him to come and spend 
the remainder of his life. 

Before leaving Italy Leonardo 
had painted his one other greatest 
picture, " La Gioeonda," (Mona 
Lisa) which he took with him to 
Kianeo and sold to the king. It 
now hangs in the Louvre in Paris 
as one of the priceless treasures of 
that great museum of art. This 
picture is considered by many to be 
the greatest portrait in the world. 

Leonardo was the third person of 
a wonderful trinity of Florentine 
painters, Raphael and Michael 
Allffelo being the other two. 

He knew so much that be novor 
doubted his own powers, but when 
he died, after throe years in France, 
ho left little behind him, and that 
little he had everdeolared to be un 
finished— the 4i Mona Lisa" and 
14 The Last Sapper rt 

In Milan, near the cathedral, 
there stands a monument to his 
memory, and about it are placed the 
statues of his pupils.

IMPOSTOR BUREAU. 

Chief Odie Uuderhill reports the 
Florida Impostor measure was safely 
signed by the Governor. Number 
six. 

The Illinois Trojans secured the 
passage of their pet measure through 
the House by a vote of 90 to i, just 
before the Legislature adjourned. 
It had already passed the Senate 32 
to o. It was signed and became 
effective July 1st. Number seven. 

Of all States we were most de- 
sirious of securing the adoption of an 
Impostor measure in California, not 
on account of the forthcoming 
National Convention of the Deaf, 
hut because the sun-bathed Califor- 
nia reports fairly teem with impos- 
tors wheu the rest of the country 
shivers and shakes in the grip of 
winter. 

Chief Howson had a most difficult 
time in securing the passage of his 
bill mainly, because the Solon 
chosen to introduce it earned the 
bitter auimousity of organized labor, 
a most potent factor out here ou the 
coast. 

Word has just been received from 
the Secretary of State that Governor 
Johnson gave it a pocket veto. 

Out of the eight States passing 
such measures this year, California 
alone bears the odium of a veto, 
eruor Johnson will be remember- 
ed as Theodore Roosevelt's running 
mate on the Progressive ticket at 
the last presidential election. 
Governor Johuson has always seem- 
ed a staunch friend of the deaf ; his 
strong endorsement of the Combined 
111 at the iniquiry into the 
conduct of affairs at the California 
State School four years ago — result- 
ing in the dismissal of an incom- 
nt Superintendent — stamped him 
as an executive who would give us a 
square deal and no favors, 
t he alone saw fit to veto the 
measure to which the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, a body incor- 
porated by act of Congress, was 
ug its whole hearted, unanimous 
support. 

There must be some reason. In 
fairness to a National leader who has 
t of ore been our friend, let judg- 
ment be suspended until Governor 
Johnson or his secretary can explain 
the whys and wherefores. 

The Imposor Bureau is about 
ready for an official report to be sub- 
mitted at San Francifco. "Gandpop" 
Connor, Chief for Georgia, is en- 
deavoring to get an Impostor 
ure through his Legislature now 
11, and MacFarlanelaid ropes 
for introducing one in the Alabama 
tslature this month, before 
ng for his home in Minneapolis.

We regret to record the death of a 
comparatively new but distinguished 
resident of Tunbridge Wells, Sir 
Arthur Henderson Fairbairn, Bart. 
Sir Arthur passed away on Wednes- 
day week at his residence, Dulcote, 
33, Broadwater Down, after an at- 
tack of influenza. It was only a few 
months ago that he came to reside 
at Tunbridge Wells, on the advice 
of his medical practitioner, and Tun 
bridge Wells has to lament the death 
of a gentleman who was very widely 
esteemed. Sir Arthur, who had the 
misfortune to be deaf and dumb, for 
many years displayed very warm 
and sympathetic interest in the vari- 
ous institutions which exist for 
those who are simiiiarly afflicted. 
He was very well-known as a liberal 
supporter of such charities. 

The deceased gentleman, who was 
the eldest son of the late Sir Thomas 
Fairbairn, came to Tunbridge Wells 
from Chichester. He was in his 
64th year, and was the third holder 
of the title, which was conferred 
upon Sir William Fairbairn, a dis- 
tinguished scientist. He received 
his education at Rugby, and married 
a sister of the Right Hon. Walter 
Long, M.P., but leaves no children. 
Among the numerous positions he 
held was that of Hon. Treasurer to

It seems to me an opportune oc- 
casion to say a few brief things in 
regard to the misguided and discip- 
line destroying habit of our deaf in 
harshly criticising some of our mem- 
bers who are holding various high 
offices in some of our National or- 
ganizations and this of course applies 
as well to a lesser degree" to criticism 
of local officers. This habit seems 
so general among them that it is 
very often taken as a matter of 
course and considered striclly right 
and proper, and I believe is seldom 
indulged in with any vicious intent. 
But is it right or proper ? One of 
the most underlying causes of this 
seems to be jealousy. How then 
can an organization succeed in ac- 
complishing its aim if such discord 
should prevail in the rank and file 
because of this jealousy ? Would ft 
not be better to apply to modern 
cipals to your organization than 
to unceremoniously attack your of- 
ficers whom you and your members 
elected ? Then why not apply this 
motto to your organization, "If I 
cannot speak well of a brother I 
I shall not speak ill of him " If 
this rule was applied to all societies, 
no matter what their character, 
whether it be religious, social, charit 
able, busiuess or insurance, would 
be one of the strongest foundation 
stones to success to your organiza- 
tion and would bring all around a 
kindly feeling. The deaf need so 
much kindness and fair dealing one 
to another. 

Our officers are human even 
though they are for the time being 
our superiors, which superiority is 
only temporary and was in most 
cases earned through exceptional 
effort in behalf of their organization, 
and they will err, as do all human 
beings ; but they are susceptible to 
kindness as are the rank and file. 
How much better there it would be, 
how much more satisfactory to give 
them a square deal. The worst 
criminals are given a hearing before 
fair and impartial men, at least we 
give them this as far as we are able 
to, and yet we are inclined to con- 
demn our own officers for a seeming 
laxity in the discbarge of I 
duties without giving them an op- 
portunity to defend themselves. 
No real man objects to an ho 
and kindly criticism By this I 
mean that if you are convinced that 
you have reason to find fault with 
an officer, go to him personally if 
you can or write him a kindly, bro- 
therly letter asking him for his opi 
nkra in regard to the matter you 
have in mind. Do not seek to 
undermine him in any underhanded 
manner; neither should y 
mediately announce your opi 
from the house tops so that all the 
world may hear, and having a lead- 
er join you in your unkindness, 
give him an opportunity to explain 
J to you bis reasons for his actions. 

It is unnecessary for m< 
any particular case in which some 
of our members have acted as I 
claim. We can recall occasions of 
this kind, and I can recall now, 
where any good was accompli 
by harshly criticising one of 
office 1 the other hand I am 

convinced that much good cau be 
done by employing the other way, 
and when we an <;ed that one 

of our officers is becoming lax In 
performance of his duties, go slowly 
and first have a quiet heart to heart 
talk with him, and the chancas are 
when you get through, you 
be half as angry or indignant as you 
were. 

This article is by no means direct- 
ed against any Individ 
ganizatlon, but It is my dedtK 
from having observed the effects of 
unkindly criticUm , not only audi 
ed against myself or any < 
officer, but in the various walks of 



life, and if it has given you a kindly 
thought, please nurse it and foster it, 
and allow it to grow, so that we may 
in time enjoy a real Brotherhood of 
man.
